Lebanon Truce Faces 
Cool Rightist Attitude 


BEIRUT, Jan. 36 (NYT).— 
Rival gunmen warily began pull- 
ing back from their sandbagged 
positions in Beirut today, but the 
future of a Syrian-regotiated 
cease-fire and proposed political 
settlement of Lebanon's civil war 
appeared to turn on the attitudes 
of the rightist Christian leader- 
ship. 

With the  ovolitical picture 
clouded, the situation on the 
ground showed a distinct im- 
provement. The state radio an- 
nounced that major highways 
leading out of the capital had 
been opened, and that a convoy 
of supplies had reached two 
Palestinian refugee camps that 
bad been blockaded by rightists 
Since the beginning of the month. 

‘The Maronite Christians, who 
have dominated Lebanon’s'politics 
and economy since independence 
in 1943, have given a Iukewarm 
reception to the Syrian peace 
plan, which would oblige them 
to make political concessions to 
the Moslem majority. 

The movement of Syrian- 
equipped troops of the Palestine 
Liberation Army into Lebanon 
and western Beirut, which it is 
policing in the wake of a break- 
down of lew and order, has now 
become a new bone of contention, 


and the armed followers of In- 
terior Minister Camfile Cha- 
monn, particularly south of Bet~ 
rut, aud it i5 widely believed that 
the Palestinian troops will re- 
main until Mr, Khaddam feels 
he has clinched 8, political deal. 

But for the first 
months, leading political figures

Santiago Carrillo, secretary-gen- 
eral of the Spanish Communist 
party, has lived in exile, mostly 
in Paris, since 1939. A former. 
Socialist, Carrillo joined the Com- 
munists in 1936 and fought on the 
side of the Republic. 

Last month, Mr. Carrillo, 61, 
indicated to the Spanish au- 
thorities that he wanted to re- 
turn to Madrid. An initial favor~ 
able reaction, an indication by 
Foreign Minister Jose Maria de 
Areilza. that he would be treat- 
ed like “any other Spaniard.” 
gave way ἃ few days later to a 
statement by Premier Carlos 
Arias Navarro that Mr. Carrillo 
would not be allowed to return. 

He was interviewed in the Paris 
office of the Spanish Communist 


party. 

Q—Has the government given 
you an answer 

A—Three days ago I contacted 
the authorities here. They sald 
there still was no answer, etther 
one way or the other. I am not 
surprised, because this govern- 
ment is not exactly a democratic 
government, But I am shocked 
by the fact that my son, born in 
France, is recognized in Spain as 
8 Spaniard, but for his father 
they have not admitted it.

Mexico Fears 


Domestic Use 
Of lis Heroin 


MEXICO CITY, Jan, 26 (NYT!. 
—The government is worried that 
the increased production of Mex- 
ican heroin for smuggling into 
the United States may cause a 
wave of heroin addiction here. 

“So far, we don’t have a heroin 
Problem, but we have all the in- 
gredients,” Dr. Guido Belsasso, 
head of the Center for the Study 
of Drug Dependence, said in an 
interview, 

“We have a very young popula- 
ton, we have widespread poverty 
and unemployment and, above all, 
heroin is easily available.” 

Although Mexican addicts are 
believed to number only a few 
thousand, there is already evi- 
dence of increased heroin con- 
sumption in several Mexican bor- 
der cities, notably Tijuana, No- 
Gales, Piedras Negras and Ciudad 
Juarez, Some of the users are be- 
lieved to be Americans who cross 
the border to benéfit from cheap- 
ex heroin prices here; others are 
Mexicans who acquired the habit 
while working illegally im the 
United States. 

According to officials, concern 
about the potential domestic im- 
pact of Mexican heroin prompted 
the government to organize a 
broad new campaign against nar- 
cotics two months ago. 

For the first time, herbicides 
are being used on marijuana and 


. the United States for tougher ac- 


heroin traffickers. 
‘Mied's" sé-dalled' “YYOwn” vari- 
ety accounts for 60 to 90 per cent 
of the heroin consumed in the 
United States. 

Good communications and the 
lightly guarded 2,000-mile border 
have made easy the snuggling of 
Mexican heroin into the United 
States and have opened Mexico 
to enormous cuitural influence 
from its northern neighbor. 

According to experts, the rapid 
increase in the use of marijuana 
among Mexican youths of all 
Classes since 1968 can be linked 
directly to influence of the drug 
culture in the United States. 
‘Three-quarters of the youths be- 
ing treated.at government anti- 
drug-ciinies are chronic marijuana 
users.

Japan May Sell

Third World Paradox 


The Popular Movement for the Liberation 
Angola, spearheaded by Cuban troops 
and armed with Soviet weapons, is clearly 
making significant military progress in the 
former Portuguese colony. But what its 
victory would actually mean politically is 
about as obscure as the state of affairs in 
Cambodia. In theory, the goal of the 
MPLA Is liberation; whether that would 
include liberation from Moscow is doubtful. 
But, according to Mark Moran, the aide of 
Sen. John Tunney, D-Calif. who has been 
4m Luanda, there seem to be “several posi- 
tions” ‘in the movement, and some of its 
members are divided between their present 
reliance on Soviet military machinery and 
their future neéd for the markets and the 
machinery of peace that the West can pro- 
vide. : 

The apparent paradox of a regime that 
needs the Communists to win political con- 
tol and the anti-Commurists to make their 
country viable is not confined to Angola. 
Jt can be seen in Vietnam as well as in 
many parts of Africa. where even the non- 
Communist states are fond of clobbering 
the “imperialists” rhetorically while depend- 
τὰε on what the colonial powers left behind, 
in terms of institutions and technology. and 
what they, and the United States, can sup~ 
ply in machinery, food and skills, to build 
up their nations. Indeed, the Communists 


theraselves, in the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe, are doing much the same. 

The irony of all of this is that while a 
whole mass Of assorted collectivists, ranging 
from orthodox Marxists to economic na- 
tionalists, accept this dependence, they do 
not draw the ultimate conclusion: that 2 
reasonably tree society, for all its injustices 
and exploitations, has done more for its 
people as a whole than economic dictator- 
ship of any brand. 5 ᾿ δ 

Instead, they operate on the assumption 
that the evils of a freer form of govern~ 
ment and economy can be eliminated with 
the help of its benefits, and that the Second 
and Third Worids will eventually (admitted- 
ly at considerable cost in human suffering 
and deprivation) have the test of all pos- 
sible worlds, This ovetiooks the fact that 
the Soviet Union, with masses of people, 
with vast lands rich in resources and any 


- Number of five-year plans, 15 still struggling 


to feed its people and must count on what 
was regarded a century ago as the Great 
American Desert to take up the slack. 

It is probably too much to expect that 
the ideological conceptions of the Third 
World are going to be changed to meet 
such hard facts. But at least there should 
be as much effort to mderstand Western 
Europe and the United States as there is 
im those portions of the earth te understand 
the complex, writhing Third World. 


Power in the Levant 


The worst has been averted in Lebanon, ὦ 


et least temporarily. A new distribution of 
power among forces inside and outside the 
divided country has now taken place. 
The ‘political formula accepted by Chris- 
tian and Moslem leaders after Syrian media- 
tion amounts to a fundamental revision of 
the Lebanese Constitution, “The more pros- 
perous Christian minority gives up its posi- 
tion of dominance over a government and 
society in which the Moslem majority was 
gtowing increasingly disaffected. The trag- 
edy is that it has taken thousands of deaths 
and the drastic uprooting of whole families 
and communities to bring this long overdue 
sonstitutional evolution into being.

‘What will take its place, the political 
eomplexion of the new Lebanon, must be a 
eause of concern. Syrian President Assad 
wisely did not succumb to his conntry's 
traditional ambitions to restare Lebanon to 
Β greater Syria—partly, no doubt, because 
ἮΙ was clear to him that any forceful Syrian 
exploitation of the crisis would only have 
Invited Israeli counter-intervention. 


As it tarned out. no overt Syrian moves 
were necessary; the main forces of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, closely 
allied to Syrian military leadership, gave 
sufficient reinforcement to. leftist Moslem: 
_forees of Lebanon to reverse the offensives ᾿ 
of the. Christian militias, Instead of being 
decimated by the Lebanese armed forces, as 
occurred in Jordan five years ago, the PLO 
has emerged from the Lebanon conflict with 
greatly increased power. In parts of Leba~ 
non today it is the PLO, and not any an- 
thority in Beirut, that [5 acting as the sov- 
erelgn. 

Tt is this enhancement of & militant Arab 
force, at the expense of the more moderate 
Lebanese, that raises more grave concern 
than ever about the prospects for an Arab- 
Israeli settlement. Israel may eventually 
have to face the danger of -another.-radical.... 
Arab force on its northerti trontier: dthough “* 

"te pFobléms of pacityirig aiid restoring the’*" 
life of Lebanon will likely be an all-con- ~ 
suming task in the. immediate period ahead. 

Now more than ever it is essential to in- 
corporate the PLO into the peacemaking 
process In a more meaningful way than has 
been evident at the UN during the past few 
days, lest the organization’s discouragement 
at the diplomatic prospects lead 1t into a 
policy of renewed warfare from its present 
position of enhanced strength.

The public subsidy of overseas students in 
British oniversities and colleges is no longer 
generally regarded as an unambiguous good 
about which no serious public discussion. is” 
desirable or necessary... What was once 
seen 85 the natural mumnificence of the im- 
perial mother country, indeed, as one of 
the duties of. empire, 15 now regarded in a 
changed atmosphere of post-imperial re- 
trenchment as a potential burden which 
may divert scarce resources from more 
urgent priorities for the welfare of Britain... 
According to the latest figures there are 
95,000 overseas students in Britain, of which 
42,000 are no burden on national finances 
because they are studying in private colleges 
or in industry or are of positive benefit be- 
eause they are student nurses, So the £110 
million ($220 million) subsidy for the re- 
maining 53,000 works out at the impressive 
figure of £2,000 a head. At present over- 
seas students pay fees of £320 and even 
next year their fees are unlikely to rise much 
above £400, Even if their fees were doubled, 
they would still be recelving a very generous 
subsidy. Although it would probably be un- 
acceptable to charge foreign students the 
full cost of their education, there {s a strong 
case for charging more than we do... 
Policy towards overseas students should be 
reconstructed on more rational foundations.
